Rerorm 1x Exctaxp.—Mr. Dram- 


mond has introduced a bill into the British 
House ef Commons which bids fair to become 
a law, establishing in London a registry of 
deeds and titles; and making a simple record 


tfansfer a binding conveyance. The bill 


was vehemently opposed by all the lawyers as 
an inroad upon their practice, for though we 
are familiar with registry inthe Unived Siates, 
the landholders of England have shuaned it 
lest the incumbrances on their estates should 
be made too public. They are now changing 
their tane on account of the enormous expense 
of conveyanciag. The London correspondeny 
of the Philadelphia Leger, from whom we 
gather the facts, says— 

The expense of an ordinary eonveyance of 
a smal! house in England, iaclasive of the ex- 
amination of the title, stamps, &c., usually a- 
mounis to over x hundred dollars! It is. not 
at all onosnal for the transfer of a farm te 
cost a thousand dollarsin law expenses. In- 
deed, coveyancing is the principal sourge of an 
English jawyer’s profits, there being but little 
litigation, as the expense iendinartandnia- 
istration of justice is se enormous as to fright- 
en people from the attempt to get it through 
the mediom of the courts of law.
